The measure, which involves the 
largest tax burden ever approved by 
Congress, is designed to apply the

Opposition to the legislation crum- 
pled when Senator Clark ‘(Dem.), 
Missouri, dropped his fight for an 
amendment to exempt companies 
and workers covered by private pen- 
sion plans from the old age taxes 
the bill provides. He agreed to a 
plan to set up congressional com- 
mittees to study the subject with a 
view to possible amendmenis next 
session. 

Many sections of the bill have 
been challenged as unconstitutional, 
including that levying a tax to set 
up the old age pension fund. This 
fund, it has been estimated, will to-' 
tal $650,000,000,000 by 1980. 

In addition to that tax, the Gov- 
ernment would levy a 3 per cent 
pay roll tax on employers of eight 
or more persons out of which deduc- 
tions could be made up to 90 per 
cent for payments to state unem- 
ployment insurance systems.

Guy B. Park of Missouri arrived

The Governor, who declared he 
had no further political ambitions, 
said his trip East was without po- 
litical significance. 

“My meeting with Mr. Pendergast 
was purely accidental,” the Gov- 
ernor said.

Springs attending the 
races, but when I called at his 
hotel I learned that he was in New 
York. All three of us went around 
to pay our respects.” 

The Governor was accompanied 
by John Caskie Collet, chairman 
of the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, and Sam O. Hargus, gen- 
eral counsel for the Commission, 
jwho formerly was the Governor's 
private secretary. 

“We just talked socially,” the Gov- 
ernor said of his meeting with Pen- 
dergast.

Asks It to Consent to Agreements

1935 CORN PAYMENTS INCREASE 
$3,000,000 OVER LAST YEAR 


Big Share of Benefits Shifts From 
Hog Producer, Who Is Cut 
More Than Half. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9. — The 
big benefit share of tne corn-hog 
program shifts this year from the 
hog farmer to the corn producer. 
The Farm Administration disclosed 
tentative estimates indicate pay- 
ments for corn acreage reduction 
will be about the same as last year. 
But the expected payments to hog 
producers for controlli:4; their pro- 
duction will be cut more than in 
half. 

This year’s program means 5 
cents a bushel more for acres kept 
out of corn than last year, result- 
ing in an expected increase of about 
$3,000,000 in payments to corn grow- 
ers, although the AAA has nearly 
1,100,000 fewer acres retired from 
corn this year than last. 

The estimates are based on fig- 
ures compiled from listing sheets 
of the various state Boards of Re- 
view and are subject to change, but 
corn-hog statisticians expect the 
| comparisons to be true generally. 
| They indicate payments as follows: 

| 19384 corn, about $111,000,000; 1935, 
| nearly $114,000,000; 1934 hogs, about 
| $203,000,000 ; 1935, about $72,000,000. 

Farmers may raise more hogs this 
-year, accounting “for the shrink in 
payments for curtailed swine pro- 
duction. Last year a 25 per cent 
cut in production was ordered, while 
this year farmers were required to 
keep only 10 per cent under the 
production for the base period, the 
two years following Dee. 1, 1931,

TRUCK AND BUS BILL 
SIGNED BY PRESIDENT 


Federal Co-ordinator Eastman 
to Direct Administration of 
Control Act. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — The 

Interstate Commerce Commission 

today named Joseph B. Eastman as 


chairman of a new division which, 
with a new bureau of motor car- 
riers, will administer the motor 


carrier regulatory act, signed by 
President Roosevelt yesterday. 

Eastman and two other commis- 
sioners, to be named later, will su- 
pervise the interstate rates for mot- 
or trucks and buses. He will re 
main as Federal Co-ordinator of 
Transportation. 

Under the act's terms, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, after 
Oct. 1, will begin supervision of all 
common and contract motor vehicle 
carriers engaged in the interstate 
transportation of passengers or 
property. 

Vehicles used exclusively in car- 
rying livestock, fish or agriculture 
commodities, or in the distribution 
of newspapers, are exempt, as are 
those controlled and operated by 
farm co-operative associations. 

An analysis of the bill, prepared 
by Eastman and given out at the 
White House, said the commission 
would make extensive use of 
trained personnel of the _ states 
through the use of joint boards. 
The act provides for the states to 
continue exercising full authority 
over intra-state transportation. 

Common carriers must obtain 
certificates of public convenience 
and necessity before they may op- 
erate, but those which were operat- 
ing on June 1, 1935, will receive 
these as of right. Contract car- 
riers also must obtain permits, but 
those in operation on July 1, 1935, 
may receive them if they show 
bona fide operation. Brokers must 
obtain a license requiring adequate 
proof of financial responsibility. 

Other provisions were explained 
by Eastman as follows: 

Common carriers are required to 
establish just and reasonable rates 
and are fofbidden to discriminate 
in rates or service. Their rates 
may be regulated as to both max- 
ima and minima. In keeping with 
the different character of their op- 
erations, contract carriers are sub- 
ject to only minimum rate regula- 
tion. Considerable latitude is given 
in the regulation of such carriers. 

Other matters made subject to 
regulation are the consolidation or 
merger of properties, the issuance 
of securities, and the financial re- 
sponsibility of the operators. Ap- 
propriate reports may be required 
from motor carriers and brokers 


and their accounts may be pre- 
scribed. 
All carriers, including those 


which are otherwise exempted, are 
made subject to regulation with re- 
spect to the qualifications and 
maximum hours of service of their 
employes and the safety of their 
operations and equipment.

WOMAN WHO KILLED 
HUSBAND EXONCRATED 


His Statement That She’ Shot 
in Self-Defense Read at 
Belleville Inquest.

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U.S. ARMY MANEUVERS 
IN PANAMA JUNGLES 


Infantry Patrols Simulate De- 
fense of Inland Approaches 
to Coast. 


CRISTOBAL, Canal Zone, Aug. 10. 
—Under orders unique in the his- 
tory of the Atlantic sector of the 
Panama Canal Department, five 
units of the Fourteenth Infantry 
stationed at Fort Davis, Canal 
Zone, went into actio. late in July 
in maneuvers that tested their en- 
durance and strategy. They “won” 
but returned to their post with a 
new respect for Panama’s well nigh 
impenetrable jungles, its rugged 
coastline and inclement weather. 

The order came from Major-Gen- 
eral Lytle S. Brown, former chief 
of engineers and now commanding 
the Atlantic sector. The maneuv- 
ers were intended to demonstrate 
how well his infantry could defend 
the inland approaches to his coast 
defenses along the Atlantic sea- 
board from Colon to the Costa Ri- 
can border, a distance of about 200 
miles. 

Gen. Brown Observes Progress. 

Gen. Brown and his staff em- 
barked on the army minesweeper 
Graham and followed the progress 
of the various patrols as close in 
shore as the coastline would permit. 
Heavy rains fell but the hikers 
climbed hills and hacked their way 
through virgin forest. 

Army bombers kept in touch with 
them from above but pilots had 
difficulty in finding the small bands 
even with radio directions to guide 
them. 

One officer spent a wet birth- 
day in the jungle, waiting patient- 
ly for the promised cake his wife 
had packed in a shock-proof box 
and entrusted to an aviator to drop 
with a parachute.

CCC HAS DIFFIGULTY 
IN GETTING RECRUITS 


Chief Reason Is Order That 
Workers Must Come From _ 
Relief Families. i 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — Civil- 
jan Conservation Corps’ officials 
said yesterday that there was dif- 
ficulty in enlisting 328,000 men to 
bring the corps up to the 600,000 
enrollment contemplated by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt when he drafted his 
new relief program. 

The 600,000 figure is not expect- 


ed by officials to be reached until 
the cold months of January or 
February set unemployed to going 
to the forest camps. 

Checking up on the recruiting 
delay, which had resulted in only 
135,260 enlistments up to Aug. 3, 
United States Employment Service 
officials said reports from state 
headquarters showed a corps of 
500,000 was the probable maximum 
obtainable at the end of the enlist- 
ment quota on Ang.

The requirement laid down by 
Relief Administrator Hopkins that 
all CCC recruits come from relief 
families was said to be the prin- 
cipal reason for the difficulty of the 
corps. Previously, unemployed 
youths were accepted whose fam- 
ilies were not on relief, and offi- 
cials said yesterday it would be pos 
sible to fill the vacancies with little 
difficulty if the rule were modified. 

Emphasizing that enlistment was 
not compulsory, officials added that 
many youths seemed to prefer the 
outdoor jobs available from other 
agencies spending the four billion 
dollar relief fund. Many young men 
also are finding private farm and 
building jobs, it was said.

IN JERSEY COUNTY, ILL, 


Yield of Pecans, Butternuts and 
Hickory Nuts Also Promising, 
Reports Indicate. 


A large crop of black walnuts 
will be gathered in versey County, 
Illinois, this fall according to re- 
ports from the lowland areas of 
creek and river districts, where the 
largest trees grow.

Butternut 
trees have become very scarce in 
the district and pecan trees are alse 
gradually disappearing. 

Thousands of young walnuts are 
growing near here as a result of 
the reforestation campaign carried 
on with erosion control projects, 
Many walnut trees have been de- 
nuded of their foliage by the grey 
caterpillars that attack the species 
some years. The worms have been 
numerous this season, often form- 
ing balls that are as large as 6 
gallon bucket.

Senator Lewis on Legislative Councils: 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your issue of July 31, there appeared 
| letter advocating the creation of a 
legislative council fer Missouri similar to 
the one in Kansas. 

During the last session of the Missouri 
Legislature, I introduced a bill creating 
guch a council in our State. It was de 
feated in committee. I intend to present 
the same bill at the next session of the 
Legislature, in January, 1937. 

From my experience as a member of 
both branches of the Missouri General 
Assembly, it is my conviction that the 
greatest need for legislation is advanced 
planning rather than the present hit-or- 
mise method. At each session, s0 many 
complex, intricate and important prob- 
lems are presented for study and de- 
cision that it is physically impossible for 
the lawmakers to give to each the time 
and the thought that is necessary. The 
creation of such a legislative council 
would provide time between sessions for 
study and deliberation of these contro- 
versial problems that does not exist un- 
der our present system. 

The council would be composed of 
members of the House and Senate ap- 
pointed by the presiding officers. It 
would meet several times between ses- 
sions to hold hearings, receive opinions 
and analyze carefully both sides of ques- 
tions before drafting proposed legislation 
for submission to the next Legislature. It 
would be non-partisan and would act en- 
tirely in an advisory capacity. The Legis- 
lature would accept or reject its recom- 
mendations as it pleased. In this way, 
the Legislature would have the benefit of 
study, research and statistics on compar- 
able subjects from other states in arriv- 
ing at its decisions. 

Michigan and Wisconsin, in addition to 
Kansas, have created such councils and 
they are providing effective assistance to 
their law-making bodies.

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DELUSIONS OF FASCISM. 
Mussolini’s dream that conquest of Ethiopia will 
enrich Italy and restore its ancient Roman grandeur 
receives a disillusioning cold shower in an article in 
the New Republic, reprinted in part on this page. 
In the writer's view, Ethiopia will prove a sinkhole 
for Italian treasure rather than a tribute-paying 
province such as the Caesars annexed. So the Ital- 
jan taxpayer rather than Ethiopian resources will 
perforce bear the purden of financing Mussolini’s ad- 


’ 


venture. 
Is Italy’s economy prepared to bear the burden 


of so costly an undertaking as modern war? By cur- 
rent signs and portents, the outlook is ominous. For- 
eign munitions makers have presented bills totaling 
$41,250,000, for which they demand prompt payment. 
Mussolini has been forced to lower his country’s legal 
gold reserve requirement so the reserve may be drawn 
upon to meet the bills. British, American and other 
oil and timber interests, furnishing supplies to his 
army, demand cash. The Export-Import Bank at 
Washington has refused credits to American firms 
intending to sell cotton to Italy. 

The portents are not all of the current year, how- 
ever. As is shown by another article in the New 
Republic, Italy’s day of reckoning has long been 
drawing near. Defaulting on foreign loans, she has 
had an adverse trade balance for years, which all 
Mussolini's efforts toward self-sufficiency have been 
unable to overturn. Imports continue to exceed ex- 
ports; wages and living standards fall steadily; the 
national debt still grows. “Can Mussolini afford to 
fight?” is not the question now, according to the 
writer, but, rather,.“Can Mussolini afford not to 
fight?” Tne conciusion is grave: 

Like any bankrupt, he is faced with ruin‘in 
any case, His imports of iron, coal and cotton are 
needed not only for war, but for the peace-time 
sustenance of the Italian people: there is no 
sign that if he abstains from fighting he will be 
able to borrow anything to finance those imports. 


His credit will be worse if he fights, but not 
good enough if he abstains. 


Seeking to solve this dilemma, Mussolini seems ob- 
sessed with the delnsion that force will do it. It 
cannot be said definitely, of course, that there will 
be war, but all the signs point to it. The negotia- 
tions at Geneva are merely perfunctory on Italy’s 
part. All conciliatory efforts by Britain have been 
thrust aside. The movement of troops continues. 
Mussolini now has about 307,000 men—white soldiers, 
native soldiers and civilian workers—in East Africa 
or mobilized for service there, Greater forces are to 
be held in readiness at home, to cope with possible 
European developments. But there is a somber side 
to this brave military display. In the last three 
weeks, six ships have returned from Africa with 
5000 men, suffering from malaria, dysentery and 
typhoid. 

It was only last year that Mussolini bade his peo- 
ple draw their belts tighter. It was in 1930 that he 
told the Italian Senate: “Fortunately, the Italian 
people is not yet accustomed to eat several times 
a day. Its standard of living is so low that it feels 
scarcity and suffering less.” This remark John 
Strachey calls “the best epitaph on Italian Fascism.” 

War preparations already have cost $82,500,000, 
by Mussolini's own declaration, and the firing has 
not yet commenced. Enlistments for African service 
are rapidly absorbing the able-bodied unemployed, 
but war is the costliest form of public works ever 
conceived. 

What of the future? Can 
survive the coming burdens, 
crushing load? It now can be seen clearly what 
Fascism means: poverty and lowered living stand- 
ards, an impossibly unbalanced economy—and war. 
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PROGRESS ON THE COPYRIGHT BILL. 


The International Copyright Union, to protect the 
works of writers and artists in other countries than 
their own, was formed in 1891. More than 40 nations 
have adhered, but the United States is not yet a 
member. This lack may be remedied in the present 
Congress, in which a hopeful sign is visible in the 
Senate’s passage of legislation complying with the 
terms of the proposed treaty for adherence. 

The United States has reciprocal copyright agree- 
ments with many countries, but for full protection of 
our creative artists, adherence to the union is essen- 
tial. It would give similar protection to foreign 
writers in this country, it is true, but this is not the 
bugaboo it has been depicted by opponents of the 
step, for the simple reason that about six times as 
many copies of American works are sold abroad as 
foreign works are sold here. 

If the House finds time before adjournment to join 
the Senate in passage of the Duffy bill, and the many 
knotty points of contention can be ironed out, a be- 
lated step of cultural as well as economic importance 
will have been taken.

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RHODE ISLAND’S DELPHIC ORACLE. 


We have not ascribed to Rhode Island the Delphic 
qualities which so many commentators read into 
Tuesday's congressional election. 

Philip H. Gadsden, chairman of the Committee of 
Public Utility Executives, says the election shows 
what the people think of the death sentence in the 
holding company bill. Veterans for the bonus see 
in it a bright promise for this windfall to them- 
selves. Col. Frank Knox, publisher of the Chicago 
Daily News, says it shows the people cannot be bought. 
The New York Times thinks it fairly reflects what 
most people think of the Government's having more 
money going out than is coming in. It was just what 
Gov. Talmadge expected, and it was what Senator 
Long knew would happen all the time. As a matter 
of fact, everybody got something out of it. Even the 
administration saw in it the certainty of reversal 
out where the benefits of the processing taxes are 
paid. 

We have no disposition to look lightly upon so 
much impressive analysis of a so-called test vote 
on the eve of a national campaign, but we think the 
national sense of humor will be inclined to augment 
the vagaries of those whose prophecies are perhaps 
influenced by their desires. Getting up close to the 
political vapor and peering into it intently, we can 
ourselves see in it auguries and portents not readily 
apparent. We are sorry to say that the Cubs are 
going to win the National League pennant. Nor is it 
any pleasure to us to announce that the drouth, so 
far from having desisted, only relaxed its grip on 
the nation long enough to spit on its hands. On the 
contrary, there is no longer any reason to worry 
about the Dionne quintuplets. They will all grow up 
and be happy. Ethiopia, blessed assurance, will de- 
feat Italy.

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ON THE UPPER MISSISSIPPI. 
Not in the palmy days of steamboating was there 
anything on the Upper Mississippi River quite so im- 
pressive as one of the great Government tows. 

With the river brimming, the possibilities of these 
tows are prodigious. One that left St. Louis a few 
days ago consisted of a fleet of barges which car- 
ried on top a shipment of glistening automobiles and 
trucks. Tows on the upper river are pushed by 
powerful stern-wheel boats which make the run from 
St. Louis to St. Paul in eight days. 

When the dams on the Upper Mississippi are all in, 
there will be a constant’ stage of water. The trans- 
portation of bulk freights on the upper river will 
then become standardized as it is on the lower river. 
The dams will remove the obstacle of low water. 
They will also greatly slacken the current. Tows 
will accordingly become larger, and the Mississippi, 
from New Orleans to the Twin Cities, will become 
one of the great arteries of commerce. 

One must take the long view to realize the impor- 
tante of this development, which expresses as noth- 
ing else has done the vision of the valley. A few 
years ago, traffic upon the inland waterways was 
practically dead. Now it is a great and growing 
thing, rendering a matchless service and deeply 
prophetic of what is to be. 

Congress has not instituted its inland waterway 
policy without encountering stubborn opposition. Ex- 
cept for the World War, which prompted the Gov- 
ernment to launch a barge service on the Missis- 
sippi as an auxiliary to our expeditionary force in 
Europe, we should probably be debating still the wis- 
dom of using the rivers to transport heavy freights. 
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GRAMMAR AS SHE IS MUTILATED. 

The editor of Harper’s Magazine is astonished by 
the number of writers, many of them gifted, sub- 
mitting manuscripts to him, who use “lay” as an 
intransitive verb, as “I wanted very much to lay 
down.” One would suppose that any person hoping 
to sell articles to a national publication at least 
would have mastered rudimentary English grammar. 
We do not propose to become stuffy or schoolmarm- 
ish about this, but it is a fact that ordinary English 
speech, as heard in the streets, in restaurants and 
occasionally even in the theater (where, of all places, 
the language should be spoken impeccably), is a 
shambles of bad grammar. “Ain't,” “He don't,” 
“Could of went,” “I seen him when he done it” and 
similar monstrosities are common. We hate to hear 
the language mutilated in this fashion. We propose 
to start a movement, organize a crusade or some- 
thing. In fact, there orta be a law. 
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FOR EVERY MEMBER OF THE HOUSE. 


Under the heading, “For Senator Tydings,” the 
Baltimore Evening Sun has just printed an editorial 
calling the attention of Maryland’s senior Senator 
to Gov. Bibb Graves’ ringing denunciation of a sedi- 
tion bill recently presented to him for signature by 
the Alabama Legislature. It is a pleasure to in- 
crease the circulation of the Alabama Governor’s 
Jeffersonian words: — 


To pass more laws on this line is to say to the 
world we have no faith in our course; we have no 
faith in ourselves. .. . Thought is never killed 
by force ... No thought that is not true can sell 
itself in the marts of free trade in thought. ... 
The spotlight of pitiless publicity will kill any 
thought that is not true. ... Let us not fear the 
enlightened opinion of our public. 


The Sun directs the attention of Senator Tydings 
to this statesmanlike utterance for the reason that 
he, with Representative McCormack of Massachusetts, 
is sponsoring the so-called “disaffection” bill, osten- 
sibly designed to “protect” soldiers and sailors from 
“subversive” influences. Since the bill was slipped 
through the Senate before its import was appre- 
ciated by many members of that body, calling Sen- 
ator Tydings’ attention to the words of Gov. Graves 
will do little good. We commend them to every 
member of the House, where the bill is now pend- 
ing and where it must be beaten in the name of the 
fundamental guaranties ‘of free thought and free 
speech. /

New York detectives arrested a Negro, John Hin- 
ton, the other day, and found on him two valuable 
pearl necklaces, and a story.

Mussolini’s Red-Ink Imperialism 


Hope that Italy will reap vast riches from exploiting Ethiopia cannot be realized, 
writer says; even if it can be pacified, country will be a liability, not an asset; 
mountains are barrier both to settlement and to transporting products; mineral 
wealth remains a speculation; cost of colonization and irrigation is prohibitive.

USSOLINI has attempted to justify the 
M conquest of Ethiopia by citing Italy’s 

need for raw materials and markets, 
and for territory on which to settle her sur- 
plus population. He has told his people that 
England and France have grown great by 
imperialism, and that Italy, by seizing Ethi- 
opia, can regain the grandeur of the Caesars. 

A survey of the known facts about Ethi- 
opia shows no basis for this statement. There 
are resources there, to be sure, but the cost. 
of their exploitation would be prohibitive. 
In promising economic gains from an Ethi- 
opian colony, Mussolini is perpetrating a 
swindle upon his people. 

By undertaking an Ethiopian campaign, 
Italy runs the risk of detonating a Euro- 
pean war. Italy's losses from such a war, 
regardless of whether Italy was on the win- 
ning side, would far outweigh any possible 
profits from the richest and most accessible 
colony in the world, and Ethiopia is neither 
of these things. Even if no general war fol- 
lows, the experience of the French with the 
Riffi in Morocco indicates that the final sub- 
jugation of the Ethiopian tribes will not be 
cheap. 

. * . 


But even if, by some magic, Italy were 
to receive a free gift of Ethiopia, fully paci- 
fied, it would still be a liability, instead of 
an asset. 

An Italian settler going to Ethiopia to 
engage in farming would need to take with 
him complete supplies, including building 
materials for his home, agricultural] tools 
and seeds. Ethiopia could not serve as an 
outlet for Italy’s surplus population unless 
the Government heavily subsidized each em- 
igrant. Italy has not the resources to do 
this on a large scale. 

For about 40 years, Italy has made spo- 
radic attempts to colonize Eritrea, which, 
in the uplands beyond Asmara, resembles 
much of Ethiopia. The present European 
population of Eritrea is 4565, most of whom 
are Government officials. Recently, under 
Mussolini, attempts at colonization were fi- 
nally abandoned because of the high costs. 
As it is, Italy’s annual subsidy to Eritrea 
runs around 23,000,000 lire (about $1,897,500), 
and to Somaliland, around 42,000,000 lire 
(about $3,465,000). 


There is another drawback to mass emi- 
gration to Ethiopia. Although extremely 
primitive, Ethiopia has an estimated native 
population of 10,000,000. Many natives de- 
velop into highly skillful workmen. Through- 
out Africa, the individual white farmer, de- 
pending on his own labor, has never suc- 
ceeded in competing with the native worker 
under white management and backed by 
European capital. An Italian peasant farm- 
er in Ethiopia would either drop to the na- 
tive standard of living or starve to death. 
The only opportunities for Italians in Ethi- 
opia are as business men, managers and 
technicians. 

In attempting to use Ethiopia as a source 
of raw materials, Italy will be confronted 
with its obdurate geography. The eastern 
third of the country is semi-desert. With 
irrigation, parts of it might be made pro 
ductive, but the cost of irrigation works 


probably would be prohibitive. Eastern Ethi- | 


opia resembles Italian Somaliland, which it 
borders, and in Somaliland, Italy has found 
irrigation too expensive on a large scale. 

The western two-thirds of Ethiopia is cross- 
hatched by mountains, formed of some of the 
oldest, hardest rock in the world. During 
thousands of years, rivers have worn valleys 
straight down through these mountains. 
The valleys are remarkably fertile, and al- 
most completely inaccessible. The usual 
means of transport is the agile native mule. 
A caravan of a hundred mules, however, is 
required for the same load that,~in this 
country, we pile on a 10-ton truck. 

An Italian railway to Addis Ababa, to be 
profitable, would need to charge enormous 
freight rates, and Ethiopian cotton, rubber 
and bananas—the three products most Ital- 
ians talk about—would almost certainly cost 
more delivered at the seacoast than the 
world price for these products. 

The only raw materials that might conceiv- 
ably justify large immediate Italian invest- 
ments in Ethiopia are minerals. For cen- 
turies, gold has been washed from Ethiopian 
streams, and consumed as ornaments by the 
local chieftains. Iron has similarly been 
produced for a long time, and used for 
spear-heads and daggers. Sulphur is mined, 
and a potash concession is uow being 
worked by Europeans. Manganese is def- 
initely known to exist, and there have been 
reports of coal, copper, lead and platinum. 

Despite this apparent profusion, the min- 
eral wealth of Ethiopia is a matter of sheer 
speculation. However, for years adventur- 
ous white men have prospected in Ethiopia, 
and tried to interest European capital in 
their supposed discoveries. None of them 
has yet told a story convincing enough to 
obtain backing. Mussolini's promise to the 
Italian people of mineral wealth from Ethi- 
opia is worth no more than a promise from 
an irresponsible mine promoter.

Ethiopia as a market for Italian manufac- 
tures may be briefly disposed of. Italian 
textiles, because of their cheap quality, un- 
til recently dominated the Ethiopian mar- 
ket, and, except for salt from Eritrea, con- 
stituted the largest item in Ethiopia's im- 
ports. Two years ago, to Mussolini's great 
anger, the Japanese displaced the Italians. 
The value of this trade, the loss of which 
has caused persistent Italian ill will toward 
Japan, in 1934 was 4,091,000 yen, about 
$1,200,000. As a market, the whole of Ethi- 
opia does not equal a single, good-sized 
Italian town. ' 

One basic fact about Ethiop

Italians now cheering for Mussolini and 
war would do well to ask themselves what 
nation, ultimately, is likely to reap the 
profits of Ethiopia's development, and 
whether Mussolini is not offering them an

Ethiopia Saia to Have 250,000 Men 
Under Arms. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 10. — Reuter’s 
(British) News Agency says that 
Ethiopia already has armed 250,- 
000 men and laid plans to put seven 
armies totaling 600,000 men in the 
field in the event of a conflict with 
Italy. 

Six divisional commanders have 
been named to lead the troops in 
battle, one of them being Crown 
Prince Asfa Wusen. 

The Ethiopians’ war stocks are 
estimated at between 300,000 and 
1,000,000 rifles, 200 cannon (some of 
them made in 1860), between 350 
and 400 machine guns and the same 
‘number of automatic rifles. They 
have eight airplanes, six of them in 


Great Britain’s temporary bar on 
arms shipments to Ethiopia may be 
‘immediately lifted in the event of a 
failure of the three-power confer- 
ence in Paris next week.

ROME, Aug. 10.—Italy’s primary 
hopes of profit in Ethiopia are 
based on development of products 
which would affect its trade with 
North and South America—cotton 
and coffee. 

Whatever may be the outcome of 
its expectations in gaining gold, iron 
ore, platinum, copper and other 
minerals, Italy has reason to be- 
lieve that cotton and coffee will 
compensate it for the billions of lire 
expended in East Africa. 

Italy’s imports of cotton average 


This will be the second invasion 
of Berlin by Streicher, the Nazi's 
leading Jew-baiter and publisher of 
the relentlessly anti-Semitic news- 
paper, Der Stuermer.

Cotton may be produced in Ethi- 
opia abundantly in many regions.

Italian workmen can eas- 
ily live and labor there. 

The second is more delicate be- 
cause it involves the question of 
Lake Tsana. In this lake are the

SENATE COMMITTEE REPORTS 
OUT SHIP-SUBSIDY BILL 


Amendment by Iowan Would Per- 
mit Shipowners to Base Earnings 
on Own Investment, 

the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. — The 
revived ship-subsidy bill was re- 
ported out by the Senate Commit- 
tee yesterday with an amendment. 

Although the measure is only two 
days old, Senator Murphy sensed 
what he termed a “joker.” He put 
forward an amendment which 
would permit subsidized shipown- 


ers to base earnings only on their 


own investment in a ship, rather 
than on its total cost. 

Otherwise the bill remained 
largely the same as it emerged aft- 
er a month of conferences direct- 
ed by an interdepartmental com- 
mittee which sought to smooth out 
disagreements. 

It authorizes the Government to 
subsidize ship construction up to 
40 per cent of the cost by paying 
the difference between American 
and foreign charges. 

An operating subsidy would 
make up the difference hetween 
costs of American and foreign 
crews. 

Finally, itt would open the way 
for shipowners to borrow from the 
RFC three-fourths of the money 
they might need to match Federal 
subsidy funds for building new 
ships.

Reinforcements of 1000 
mobile guards were sent to Toulon 
where police arrested 40 persons. 
Other ports appeared to have set- 
tled down to normal work. 

A second death was added today 
to Wednesday night's casualty list 
at Brest when Jean Le Duffic, a 
brick mason whose skull was frac- 
tured by a piece of cast iron while 
a mob was fighting with police, 
died. 

Unions Deplore Disorders. 

Trade unions deplored the dis- 
orders, saying they were exploited 
by their “adversaries.” Appeals to 
end the street fighting were made 
by the Socialist and Communist 
parties in’ posters in Toulon. The 
posters said there had . been 
“enough bloodshed.” 

Opposition to the decrees con- 
tinued, however, as left wing and 
*popular front” posters urged the 
workers to hold themselves in 
readiness to fight for their de- 
mands. A meeting of war veterans 
scheduled for Sunday at Toulon 
to protest the decrees and the cut- 
ting of pensions was officially for- 
bidden. 

The strike of the French line 
ended with the sailing of the liner 
Champlain for New York. More 
than 800 passengers were held up 
two days by the strike. The line 
agreed to compensate the sailors 
for the wage cuts.

In 1920, he be- 
came chairman of the Democratic 
Executive and Central committees 
of Wyandot County, in which he 
lived. 

In 1924, he was a delegate to the 
Democratic National Convention in 
New York and acted as reading 
clerk, calling the roll on the one 
hundred and third ballot which 
gave the nomination to John W. 
Davis. 

Four years later, he won the 
Democratic nomination for the 
United States Senate but was de- 
feated by Simeon D. Fess. 

From 1916 to 1921 Mr. Truax 
was editor of the Swine World,” 
published in Chicago.

Rosse, a jobber in canned lion meat, 
was convicted of swindling. | 

First, he organized the General 
Canning Co. of the upper Volga | 
and French West Africa to can’ 
jungle meat. Lions, he explained, | 
were his most promising article but | 
buffaloes also were to be trapped 
and canned. By organizing a stock 
company and selling shares to per- 
sons who did not ask whether 
jungle animals roamed the Upper 
Volga, Rosse was able to make $25,- 
000 a year. Big game hunters hired 
to hunt the lions had to put up 
bonds as guaranty of their honesty. 
Rosse made his janitor head of the 
packing department, after the jan- 
itor invested $5000. A woman in- 
vestor jilted her sweetheart and 
gave Rosse her savings. Rosse apol- 
ogized to the sweetheart and took 
his savings, too. 

Rosse started two other com- 
panies that attracted many victims. 
One was a big game shooting enter-

DEFENSE IN DETROIT 
MURDER TRIAL RESTS 


Doctors: Testify Man Accused 
of Shooting Lawyer Bore No 
Signs of ‘Third Degree.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 10.—The 
defense rested its case today in the 
trial of William Lee Ferris and 
three young women for the murder 
of Howard Carter Dickinson, New 
York attorney, who was shot to 
death and robbed in Rouge Park 
here the night of June 26. 


Prosecutor Duncan C. McCrea 
opened rebuttal with testimony of 
two physicians contradicting Ferris’ 
charge that police used “third de- 
gree’ methods in obtaining his con- 
fession. 

Drs. Austin C. Howard and Byron 
T. Rosenbaum said they examined 
Ferris after he had signed a state- 
ment that the killing was part of a 
premeditated robbery plot, and 
found no evidence of ill-treatment. 

Judge John A. Boyne said the 
trial, now in its seventeenth day, 
probably would be completed by the 
middle of next week. 

Confessions of the four, which 
each repudiated on the stand, said 
Dickinson did not resist the holdup 
but that Ferris shot him to “keep 
his mouth shut.” 

Ferris testified that Dickinson 
shot himself. Florence Jackson, 
however, said she saw Ferris shoot 
him. 

Testimony of Loretta Jackson and 
Jean Miller, the other two defend- 
ants, was similar to that of Flor- 
ence Jackson, the former’s sister. 

Loretta Jackson testified that 
Detective Sergeant Earl O. Switzer 
forced her to sign a statement that 
she helped plan the muredr. 

She said that when she was in 
the prosecutor’s office, Switzer 
picked up the telephone and “told 
me I'd better talk or he’d have my 
babies taken away from my mother 
in two hours.” She quoted Switzer 
as saying “We've got to break you 
and make vou talk and we have the 
means of doing it.” 

She did not definitely state that 
Ferris shot Dickinson. She testi- 
fied that when she asked about the 
shot she heard in Rouge Park, 
Ferris told her not to mention it. 


INTERNATIONAL DUCK CENSUS 
IN PROGRESS IN MINNESOTA 


10,000 Men Expected to Help in 
Count; Wild Enemies of Game 
Birds to Be Investigated. 

By the Associated Press. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 10. — They 
are counting noses among the duck 
families in Minnesota these days. 

It is all a part of the first inter- 
national wild duck census-taking 
movement ever attempted with the 
Game Protective League, Fish and 
Game Division of the Izaac Walton 
League and CCC camps in Minne- 
sota co-operating. 

The Minnesota program, a part 
of the work sponsored in this coun- 
try by the More Game Birds Foun- 
dation of New York and in Canada 
by Government agents, will be car- 
ried out by almost 10,000 men, who 
will volunteer one or two days ser- 
vice each. 

The duck inventory will be tak- 
en by counties. Not only is the in- 
ventory to include a factual census 
but it also is proposed to gather 
first-hand information on the chief 
causes of losses of old and young 
ducks. 

Listed among the causes to be 
checked are crows, owls, hawks, 
gulls, cats, foxes, coyotes and tur- 
tles together with grazing, fires, 
disease, mowing and drying up of 
water. 

The work will mean going out to 
an assigned lake and cotinting the 
number of ducks by breeds, es- 
pecially the number of young with 
old ducks, for a brood count.

/SO-HOUR WEEK BILL 


DEBATED IN SENATE 


Vote on It and Walsh’s Mini- 
mum Wage Measure Ex- 
pected Monday. 


By the Associated 
WASHINGTON. A Aug. 10.—Debate 


on the Black 30-hour week bill 
blocked Senate action yesterday on 
the Walsh bill to impose minimum 
wage and maximum hour restric- 
tions on Government contractors. 


A vote on both proposals Monday 
was virtually assured by an agree- 
ment to limit debate. 

The 30-hour week proposal passed 
the Senate two years ago, but died 
in the House. It was advanced 
as a substitute for the Walsh bill 
by Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
who contended it would “write into 
law what the (Walsh) bill leaves to 
the discretion of some bureau- 
crats.” 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massachu- 
setts, charged that Clark had ad- 
vanced the 30-hour week bill to 
kill his measure.. He said the Black 
bill had no chance to pass at this 
session. 

Clark expressed resentment at 
Walsh’s charge, contending he had 
offered his bill not as a rider but 
as a substitute. He contended that 
NRA had been advanced to kill the 
Black proposal. 

Senator Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
spoke for his bill while Senator 
Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, formerly 
one of its strongest supporters, op- 
posed it on the ground that it had 
no chance for approval at this 
session while the Walsh measure 
did. 

Senator Long (Dem.), Louisiana, 
served notice he would propose the 
$3,000,000,000 Frazier-Lemke farm 
refinancing bill as a rider. 

Long said he desired not only 
to get a vote on the Frazier-Lemke 
proposal, but to kill the Walsh bill, 
which he contended “was an at- 
tempt to saddle NRA on anyone 
dealing with the Government.” 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment to the Walsh bill by Johnson 
(Rep.), California, to exempt the 
Government from employing the 
same labor standards as would be 
imposed on contractors with the 
Government. Johnson contended it 
would put the Government ship- 
yards at a disadvantage in com- 
peting with private yards. 


NOTED SPANISH REVOLUTIONIST 
AND FLYER IN WASHINGTON 


Ramon Franco, First to Cross 
South Atlantic in Airplane 
Assigned to Embassy. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Assign- 
ment of Ramon Franco, one of 
Spain’s most famous flyers, soldiers 
and political leaders, as air at- 
tache at the Spanish Embassy here, 
adds one more to the distinguished 
list of aviation experts now on duty 

in Washington. 

The United States is recognized 
throughout the world as the nation 
which has made the greatest strides 
in aererautics—civil and military 
—and attaches of foreign armies 
assigned to duty here always show 
the greatest interest in aeronautical 
affairs. 

Franco was the, first man to fly 
the South Atlantic from Spain to 
South America and in 1929 attempt- 
ed to duplicate the feat across the 
North Atlantic to the United States. 
He was forced down near the 
Azores and, after drifting a week, 
was rescued. 

Primo de Rivera’s dictatorship, 
then in power, resulted in Franco's 
imprisonment for a short time on 
charges of having fomented oppo- 
sition, and in 1930 ne was jailed for 
his politicai activities a-second time. 

He escaped and led the Quatro 
Vientos airdrome revolt against 
King Alfonso. When the aviators’ 
rebellion failed, Franco fled to Por- 
tugal and remained outside Spain 
until establishment of the Re- 
public. 

Group Capt. G. R. M. Reid of th> 
Royal Air Force, is air attache of 
the British Embassy, and Lieut. Col. 
Vincenzo Coppola is attached to the 
Italian Embassy as an observer on 
aeronautical affairs. 

Maj. Norbert Champsaur, one of 
France’s noted pilots, serves as 
the French air attache.

BREWERS DENY MAKING 


TREMENDOUS PROFITS

Anheuser-Busch __ Replies 
Charge of Congressman 
From Milwaukee. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.— An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., St. Louis brew- 
ery, took issue yesterday with an 
assertion by a Milwavkee member 


of Congress that large breweries 
of the country were “making tre- 
mendous profits.” 

In a letter te Répresentative Ray- 
mond J. Cannon (Dem.), Wisconsin, 
George A. H. Mills, secretary, con- 
tended the brewery had made 
slightly less than 3 per cent on 
its investment in 1934 and 4 per 
cent on its capital of $18,009,000, 
not including invested surplus. 

Cannon recently asked Congress, 
in a resolution, to investigate brew- 
ery profits, which, he contended, 
made it impossible for the working 
man to get the five-cent glass of 
beer promised before repeal. 

Mills denied the large breweries 
were driving the smaller ones out 
of business, as Cannon had con- 
tended. On the contrary, he said, 
the small breweries “are encroach- 
ing more and more upon what were 
formerly markets for the large 
breweries.” 

Cannon replied he “was not at- 
tempting to persecute large brew- 
eries,” but that the “breweries can- 
not take a short-sighted attitude” 
because “we do not want prohibi- 
tion back.” 

He predicted a “gigantic monop- 
oly, by Anheuser-Busch, the Schlitz 
Brewing Co. of Milwaukee, and one 
or two others,” forcing all other 
breweries out of business “if con- 
ditions continue as they are today 
in the brewing industry.”

OF OHIO STATE 
STAR IS UNDER 

INVESTIGATION 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Aug. 10.—State 
Representative Sydney A. Hesse of 
Cuyahoga County said today the 
resolution in the House of Repre- 
sentatives which gave Jesse Owens 
an “honorary” page job during the 
time the Legislature was in ad- 
journment, was not intended as a 
gift. ; 
“Anyone who’ believes this job 
was given Owens because of his 
athletic achievements is mistaken,” 
said Hesse, who with Representa- 
tive Grant Ward of Columbus, 
sponsored the resolution. 

Owens, Ohio State star and hold- 
er of several world’s field and track 
recoris, will appear before the 
northeastern division of the A. A. 
U. to defend his amateur standing 
because of the controversy over his 
honorary page job, which has net- 
ted him $159 since the Legislature 
adjourned. 

Will Come Up Monday. 

Lou N. Bloom, president of the 
A. A. U. division, said today the 
Owens matter will not be discussed 


by the board of directors until 
Monday “at the earliest.” 
“We believed at the time the 


resolution was sponsored that the 
Legislature might be called _ into 
special session at any time and that 
additional pages would be needed,” 
said Hesse. 

“Sometimes, even when the Legis- 
lature is not in session, there is 
need for help and we wanted Owens 
to be available for work in the 
event he was needed.” 

He’s Ready to Appear. 

Hesse said if asked he would ap- 
pear before the northeastern di- 
vision of the A. A, U. on behalf of 
Owens. 

“Dog gone it, something's always 
wrong,’ the famed Negro athlete 
from Ohio State University, said 
last night when advised that the 
Northeastern Ohio Association of 
the American Athletic Union wants 
to ask him some questions about 
the $3 a day pay he has been re- 
"ceiving as an honorary page of the 
Ohio House of Representatives. 


Owens was a regular page while 
the Legislature was in session, and 
shortly before it adjourned, the 
House voted to make him an hon- 
orary page. After the adjournment, 
records of the State Auditor's office 
show, Owens received $159 between 
June 9 and July 31. 

“Why, I wouldn’t turn profes- 
sional,” Owens said last night and 
added an expression of confidence 
that “everything will turn out all 
right.” 

Dan Ferris, national secretary- 
treasurer of the A. A. U.,.said in dis- 
cussing Owens’ case informally that 
the athlete's standing as a non-pro- 
fessional would be jeopardized “if 
Owens did no actual work” in the 
Ohio State Legislature and “if he 
was receiving money on the basis 
of his athletic achievements.” 

Ferris said, however, Owens’ 
status would come first before the 
district A. A. U. organization and 
that the case would reach national 
headquarters only in the event of 
an appeal. 


Later, L. N. Bloom, president of 
the district A. A. VU. organization 
said he would submit the matter 
to his executive committee possibly 
today or tomorrow. “Of course, 
Owens will be given a chance to 
present his side of the matter,” 
-Bloom said. 


Larry Snyder, the athlete’s coach 
at Ohio State, came to the defense 
of Owens’ status with an assertion 
that “Jesse's work for the Legisla- 
ture has nothing to do with 
athletics.” 

“If the Ohio Legislature or the 
people of Ohio want to pay Jesse 
as an honorary page, whether he 
works or not, that is no concern 
of thé A. A. U.,” Snyder said.

Ten colleges, the students are re- 


quired to work for their money, but |

He ordered Owens’ pay, which 
totaled $159 between June 9 and 
July 31, to be held up after learn- 
ing that Owens had not been re- 
porting to the custodian of the 
House for work, Bittinger said. 

“We have made it a policy in the 
House of Representatives, during 
the time I have heen speaker, to 
only pay people who were actually 
employed,” Bittinger said in a for- 
mal statement.

HE diet for the overweight and 
T the underweight should meet 
all of the requirements of 4 
normal diet. These requirements 
are as we have been saying this 
week, as follows: 
The diet must 
(1) furnish 
enough energy to 
keep the body go- 
ing; (2) furnish 
enough material 
for growth and 
replacement of 
tissue waste; (3) 
furnish enough 
water, inorganic 
mineral salts and 
vitamins; (4) 
maintain the neu- 
trality of the body; 
) (5) SHOULD fur- 
‘ nish enough bulk; 
Dr. Clendening (¢) SHOULD be 
digested without discomfort. 
Diet Object. 

The only change that we must 
make for the overweight person is 
that his total energy requirement is 
not as large as his weight would in- 
dicate. The total daily energy re- 
quirement is calculated at about 20 
calories per pound per day. Inas- 
much as from 25 to 100 pounds of 
the overweight person are unneces- 
sary and do not have to be fur- 
nished energy, no calories need be 
calculated for them. In fact, not 
only do they not have to be fur- 
nished energy, but since we are try- 
ing to lose them, the very object of 
the diet is to cut their energy off. 
Furthermore, this fat tissue can be 
used for fuel by the body, so that 
we may even calculate it as part 
of the food that is being used. The 
diet for overweight, therefore, 
should be from 1000 to 2000 calories 
less than that for a normal person. 

In this connection, it is worth 
while emphasizing that in order to 
reduce successfully one has to know 
at least something about the 
amounts of food, even if the caloric 
value of the. foods is not carefully 
estimated. For instance, [ find a 
diet recommended as follows: One 
giase of grapefruit and prune juice, 
fresh scrambled eggs, thin whole- 


wheat toast, honey, freshly made 
coffee. The diet is all right except 
that it says nothing about how 


much of anything. If you eat enough 
grapefruit and prune juice you are 
liable to run your caloric intake up 
pretty high. It does not say how 
many fresh scrambled eggs, but 
“eggs means at least two, and two 
make a caloric value of nearly 200. 
It doesn't say how much thin whole- 
wheat toast. It may be thin, but 
how thin, and how many slices. It 
doean't say how much honey. 
There is no use trying to fool your- 
self on that kind of a reducing diet, 
QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 
N. D.: “Why does the tendency 
fo scaly skin improve in the sum- 
mer?” 
Answer: The principal reason ts 
that there is more perspiration which 
keeps the skin soft. The induction 
of perspiration in the winter, there- 
fore, should be beneficial. Hot 
baths and sweat baths, with avoid- 
ance of soap, are recommended. 


A. K.: “(1) Is it true that a child 
cannot inherit any sickness that ‘ts 
mother contracted? (2) Concerning 
twins—is it possible for both to bear 
children ”’ 

Anewer: (1) Children can con- 
tract disease whether the parents 
have it or not. (2) Both members 
of a pair of twins are always fertile 
except for such conditions as cause 
sterility in other people. This ap- 
plies to both male and female twins.

The story of their flight—the ki-- 
naping of a doctor and the events 
which followed—are recent and 
well known. The doctor was ter- 
ribly frightened. 

It is doubtful, however, if he 
was one-tenth as frightened and 
certainly he was not one-hundredtn 
as desperate as Old Creepy. A 
name had been fastened upon him, 
which in the history of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation has never 
failed to result in death or cap- 
ture. 

“Public Enemy No. 1.” 

Thus ends the cycle begun *y 
Frank Nash of the slow grin and 
cunning brain, the old-time bandit 
with the red dust of Oklahoma on 
his stirrup leathers. It was a lonz 
trail from Oklahoma and six-shoot- 
ers to Florida and machine guns, 
Beside this beaten path of crim- 
inality were strewn an absolu‘e 
minimum of 57 dead persons, in- 
cluding police sheriffs and special 


prison guards, convicts and sus- 
pected persons who committed si- 
cide, victims of bank robbers, men 
condemned to death by their own 
gang members, and finally, the out- 
laws themselves, who learned, aft- 
‘er all, that neither attorneys, hide- 
outs, politicians nor writs of habeas 
corpus can exert influence upon a 
law-enforcement bullet. 

A minimum of 41 persons have 
been sentenced to prison. 
were about 83 awaiting trial. Only 
a few of these are principals; *m 
the most part they have died by 
gunfire. The rest represent the 
feeders who allowed these men io 
live, to hide, to plunder. Never 
before have they been truly dis- 
turbed. There is a new day, how- 
ever, in the realm of law enforce- 
ment. J. Edgar Hoover is keeping 
his word—to tear up the roots of 
crime.

Stamp Sales 


Receipts for Three Months 
Amounted! to $1,663,717 @ 
for Special Issues. 


HE final figures on the sales 
T of the special issues of the 

Farley Souvenir stamps in both 
imperforate and perforate, as well 
as ungummed, were made public by 
the Postoffice Department this 
week. These stamps were on sale 
at the Philatelic Agency and the 
Washington Postoffice from March 
15 to June 15, 1935. The special is- 
sues consisted of 20 varieties in 
blocks of four and in full sheets. 

During this three months’ pe 

riod the Postoffice Department sold 
$1,663,717 worth of these stamps, 
Of this sum, 184,347 were full sheets, 
valued at $1,467,972, while there 
were 936,262 stamps in blocks of 
four having a value of $194,744. 
Items of Interest. 
Aug. 1, two commemorative stamps 
were removed from sale at the 
Philatelic Agency. One was the 
Maryland Tercentenary stamp, 3- 
cent red, placed on sale March 23, 


1934, the second was the General 
Kosciusko stamp, 5-cent  blue,, 
placed on sale Oct. 13, 1933. There 


was 50 million of each of these two 
commemoratives printed by the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 

Early next year stamps will be 
issued for Texas and Rhode Island, - 
There will probably be three stamps 
for Texas. 

A series of stamps is being pre- 
pared in Japan printed on silk. The * 
designs will illustrate the various 
stages in the manufacture of silk. 

Contrary to the report that the 
Silver Jubilee stamps would be re- 
printed an announcement*has just 
been made by the British Govern- 
ment that there will be no re 
prints of the Jubilee stamps of 
Great Britain or of any of the 44 
Crown Colonies. 

The Postoffice Department has 
been requested by Representative 
Charles A: Plumley of Vermont to 
issue a stamp commemorating the 


founding of Raleigh Colony on 
Roanoke Island. 
A request has been made by 


Senator Bailey of North Carolina 
to issue a stamp commemorating 
the 350th anniversary of the found- . 
ing of the first colony in America - 
that is in North Carolina. 


The Canadian Government. will 
apply four separate cachets for 
the inaugural flights between Ke- 
nora, Cole and McKenzie Island, 
Aug. 15, 1935. The cachets are for 
the flights between Kenora and 


Cole, between Cole and Kenora and 
between Cole aand McKenzie Is- 
land and between McKenzie Island 
and Cole.

917. OVER the face of half of 
Europe the grimy, blood-stained 
hand of Mars had spread in un- 
relenting possession.
